With a minimum of ceremony, and 
with two secretaries ae his only wit- 
nesses, President Hoover placed his 
distinct, sharply-sloping signature 
upen the reconstruction finance cor- 
poration bill. 

Almost as soon as he had signed the 
measure the chief executive went into 
conference with democratic congres- 
sional leaders whom he had asked to 
help him ¢omplete the roster of the 
corporation’s directorate. Three va- 
‘cancies remained and all had to. be 
filled with members of that party. 

Harvey D. Couch, of Pinebluff, 
Ark., a public utilities executive, was 
regarded in informed circles tonight 
as an almost ‘certain appointee. He 
carries the strong indorsement of in- 
fluential democrats. 

With a rising chorus of - “Ayes,” 
both houses and senate today sent the 
bill on to the White House. Both 
chambers of congress, within a few 
hours approved the report of con- 
ferees who had drafted the measure 
in its final form.

If a prohibition officer goes faster 
than the state speed limit of 40 miles 
an hour in an effort to catch a boot- 
legger. the officer violates the law, 
according to an opinion given Friday 
by Attorney-General George M. Na- 
pier, of Georgia, tc R. E. Tuttle, of 
New Orleans, southern prohibition ad- 
ministrator, 

Napier’s opinion was in answer to 
a query by Tuttle on the question of 
whether federal agents. would be al- 
lowed to use sirens’on their cars to 
promote public safety in pursuing liq- 
uor cars. The attorney-general ruled 
that the bootlegger mig t get away 
from the officers pursuing him, “but 
they (the agents) would not be vio- 
lating the law in allowing him to es- 
cape.’ 

“Even police officers, or officers of 
the state, or county would not be au- 
thorized to exceed this speed, with or} 
without sirens,” Napier said.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(#)— 
Before President Hoover and a house 
committee, two large industries today 
voiced 4heir hostility to the admin- 
istration-sponsoged sales tax upon au- 
tomobiles and increased levies on cig- 
arets. ; 

Meanwhile, the taxation committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States issued its program for 
balancing the budget.through “stern 
and determined” reduction of expendi- 
tures and moderate non-retroactive 
tax increases afterward. 

it was submitted to the chamber’s 
board by a committee under the chair- 
manship of Fred W. Sargent, of Chi- 
cago. Another report, drafted by a 
committee headed by Matthew S. 
Sloan, of New York, said: 

“There is and can be no satisfac- 
tory tax program to support the gov- 
ernment in a continuation of the high 
level of expense to which it became 
accustomed in the years of inflated 
prosperity and large treasury sur- 
pluses.” 

The opposition of the automobile 
world to a sales tax was expressed 
to President Hoover by seven of its 
leaders, who described the proposed 5 
per cent sales tax as restrictive, dis- 
eriminatory and a brake upon produc- 
tion. 

Their views will be elaborated upon 
tomorrow by George Graham, vice 
president of the Rockne Company, 
who will represent the motor indus- 
try before the house ways and means 
committee studying tax proposals, 

Junius Parker, spokesman for the 
Tobacco Merchants’ Association, 
warned the committee today an in- 
crease in the federal levy upon ciga- 
rets might result in a yield of less 
revenue to the fovernment if higher 
prices curtail peetemrtes, 

Parker cited a decline in smoking 
during the last six months and said 
any additional tax burden would be 
passed on to the consumer. 

If there is unabated purchasing by 
the consumer, Parker said, “you have 
added to his taxation precisely as if 
you had reduced the income tax brack- 
ets to include the 20,000,000 consum- 
ers, or had imposed a tax on coffee 
or food or raiment.” 

Alfred P. Sloan. president of Gen- 
eral Motors, and six other automobile 
leaders who called at the White 
House, told President Hoover their 
industry considered a sales tax at this 
time “unfair.” adding: 

“Weare willing to pay our part 
of any general tax, but we feel that 
a 5 per cent sales tax on automobiles 
alone is discriminatory against our 
industry.”

ALPHARETTA CHIEF 
FREED IN SHOOTING 


Chief of Police J. R. Farr, of Al- 
pharetta, and his two sons, Edgar 
and Bass Farr, charged with assault 
with intent to murder General Wood 
on Christmas Day, were exonerated 
Friday by a Fulton grand jury. 

Wood was shot during an attempt 
by Farr to arrest several persons for 
alleged disorderly conduct in an auto- 
mobile in. Alpharetta, Milton county, 
on December 25, 1931. Chief Farr 
and his two sons were arrested on 
warrants taken out by members of 
Wood's family, and were brought to 
Fulton tower for safe keeping follow- 
ing the shooting..

POWERS MAY ABOLISH 


SLAVERY IN LIBERIA 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—(?)}— 
Drastic measures may be taken by 
the larger powers to force Liberia to 
abolish slavery conditions. 

Reports of continued forced labor 
in the negro republic exposed 18 
months ago by an international com- 
mission of inquiry have been _ re- 
ceived at the state department from 
Monrovia. 

The conditions were the subject of 
an investigation by expefts appointed 
by the League of Nations, but recom- 
mendations for abolition of slavery 
have not been complied with, it was 
said. 

On instructions of the state de- 
partment, American ‘Minister Charles 
FE. Mitchell, at Monrovia, has de- 
clined to recognize President Edwin 
Barclay, elected after the resignation 
of President Charles D. B. King, the 
latter was named in the commission's 
report as partially responsible for the 
slavery conditions. 

The major powers, including the 
United States, Great Britain, France, 
Germany, Italy, Poland and Spain, 
and a Liberian representative will 
discuss the situation at a 
meeting at Geneva Monday. Samuel 
Reber, former charge d'affaires at 
Monrovia, will represent the United 
States.

CAROLINA POWER DATA 
ASKED BY COMMISSION 


COLUMBIA, 8S. C., Jan. 22.—()— 
The five large power companies op- 
erating in South Carolina were or- 
dered by the state railroad commission 
today to submit within 20 days a 


statement of their rates based upon 
the findings of the power rate inves- 
tigating commission which reported 
Tuesday night. 

Earle R. Ellerbe, chairman of the 
commission, announced that it had 
ordered the Duke Power Company and 
Sonthern Public Utilities mpany, 
both of Charlotte, the Broad River 
Power Company, of Columbia; the 
Carolina Power and Light Company, 
of Raleigh, and the Seuth Carolina 
Power Company, of Charleston, to 
prepare the statements of their rate 
structures. .

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 22.—(P)— 
The state supreme court held today on 
a four to three decision that the 
Louisiana courts lacked purisdiction 
on the question of when a United 
States senator is a United States sena- 
tor and threw out the appe@ brought 
by Paul N. Cyc as lieutenant-gover- 
nor to oyst Huey P. Long from the 
governor's chair on the plea that’ he 
was holding two offices, governor and 
senator. 


Asserting that the senate had not 
formally accepted Long’s credentials, 
the court said “his right to qualify 
and to function as a member of that 
body remains to be definitely deter- 
mined by the senate, the sole judge 
thereof.” 

In a supplemental opinion, Justice 
John St. Paul concurred in tHe ma- 
jority opinion and went further to say 
that “neither this court nor any other 
court has jurisdiction to determine 
who is governor of the state of Louis- 
lana.”

NO EXTRA SESSION. 

Governor Russell has acted wise- 
ly in declining to call an extra ses- 
Sion of the legislature to consider 
the question of cotton acreage re- 
duction. 

Before Governor Russell reached 
a decision concerning the proposal 
to legislate on the acreage reduc- 
tion, he sent to each member of 
the legislature a questionnaire. As 
a result of this cautious procedure, 
it developed that there was no cer- 
tainty that the legislators could 
reach an agreement as to the need 
of legislation on this intricate prob- 
lem. ’ 

In his statement, Governor Rus- 
sell asserts the belief that “the 
Price of cotton is beyond the con- 
trol of the Georgia legislature.’ He 
Points out that the so-called “Long 
plan” which would prohibit the 
planting of cotton was adopted by

OUR WEATHER CYCLES. 

The extent to which accurate 
long-range weather forecasting de- 
pends on the weather cycles is dis- 
cussed in an article by Halbert P. 
Gillett in. an article in the current 
issue of Water Works and Sewerage, 
a national monthly periodical. 


The only method by which we 
can solve the problem of the long 
cycles of precipitation is through 
the rain gauges to be found in the 
annual rings on trees and the an- 
nual silt laminae, known as varves. 
Through these gauges recurring pe- 
riods of drouth and excess rainfall 
can be traced as far back as the 
year 1306 B. C.

NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—(/)—In- 
vestors today quickly snapped up New 
York city’s new offering of $100,000,- 
000 in 6 per cent corporate stock 
notes, 

The banking syndicate’s subserip- 
tion books were closed within two 
hours after public offering at par on 
the notes. 

Subscriptions received were in et- 
cess of the amount of the issue. Bank- 
ers said allotments would favor the 
small investor, rather than big insti- 
tutions. 

It was understood, however. the 
banking syndicate was keeping a large 
portion of the issue. Bidding for the 
bonds in the open market was fairly 
active, and they sold them $5 to $7.50 
above the offering price of par for 
bond of $1,000 face value. The bonds 
mature in from three to five years.

Adair was born in Atlanta 
and obtained his preparatory educa- 
tion here. Afterward he matriculated 
at Washington and Lee University, 
where he was graduated in 1915. 

Shortly after America’s entrance 
into the World War he volunteered 
for service and won a commission as 
first lieutenant, serving in France 
with troops fér more than 16 months. 

Before going overseas he was mar- 
ried to Miss Mary Butler, the daugh- 
ter of a prominent Jacksonville fam- 
ily. His wife and a daughter, Mari- 
anna, now 13 years old, are among 
the survivors. 

After the war Mr, Adair returned 
to Atlanta and became affiliated with 
the realty company which bears the 
name of his family. After learning 
the business through service in minor 
capacities he was promoted to the 
vice presidency of the company, which 
post he held at the time of his death. 

Mr. Adair and his family made 
their home at Niskey Lake, southwest 
of the city. He was a member. of 
the Capital City Club, the Piedmont 
Driving Club and the Nine O'Clocks. 
He was prominent in civic circles 
besides being well known in the realty 
field. 

Besides his wife, daughter and 
brother, he is survived by his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Forrest Adair Sr.; an- 
other brother, Frank Adair, and a 
sister, Mrs. Robert C. Gregg.

But this sort of persecution 
complex was a great help to him 
in keeping his nose close to the 
grindstone. Many another good - 
golfer envies Von Elm his com- 
petitive ferocity. 

Last year was Von Elm’s greatest, 
because he had something important to 
prove. He was experimenting with a 
new category in golf—he was prov- 
ing that a businessman golfer had a 
place in the game. The assigpment 
drove him at a hot pace, and he 
scored brilliantly almost every time he 


‘ went into action, no matter how im- 


portant of unimportant was the event. 


The Usual Reaction. 


It looks as if the reaction has set 
in, just as it did in the case of Gene 
Sarazen—and I don’t mean the time 
that Sarazen’s mechanism went hay- 
wire—along in 1923-4-5. Von Elm is 
under the baleful gleam of the nation- 
al open complex. He has tasted all the 
subordinate sweets; he has proved his 
game is sound and his courage ub- 
bounded. 

He may say that in events like 
the Los Angeles and the Agua 
Caliente open he was trying just 
as. hard as he did a year ago, and 
would probably have some other 
explanations, but—again danger- 
ously generalizing—it seems clear 
that the gnawing urge to demon- 
strate isn’t: as active. 

He's now loaded all his eggs in one 
basket, marked “To Be Delivered to 
Fresh Meadow Golf Club, June, 1932.” 
Sarazen has all his eggs in the same 
basket. And so have MacDonald Smith 
and Tommy Armour. All these mighty 
men of the links have been graduated 
from the year-round, frenzy. They 
have no overpowering inclinations to 
win every event they enter. 


But there is one difficulty. 
Playing golf as a habit, even 
competitive golf, as many of the 
leaders do throughout the year, 
puts too much of a strain on the 
temperament when they suddenly 
tense themselves for the open. 
That’s where Bobby Jones had 
something on them. He shifted 
into high for the big event, but 
he hadn’t been droning along in 
second all season. It is probable 
that had he won at Inverness in 
1920, en he finished only four 
: of Ray, the Her, 

with a last round of 77, Jones’ 

unparalleled powers of concen- 
tration would never have been 
developed. 

The mental attitude of an open 
champion, either defending or trying 
to get back his laurels, is a far more 
interesting study than the attitude of 
a challenger, which is direct, coiled 
with the force of a mainspring, but 
not bothered by fear of yielding 
prestige. 

This contrast will . make Billie 
Burke’s showing at Fresh Meadow 
one of the ‘major attractions of. the 
golfing year. His relentless purpose 
and magnificent self-possession at In- 
verness showed a unity of mind and 
fiber. Compared to the clamoring of 
voices in his-ears this year, that Ohio 
campaign will séem like a_ simple 
dream.

BILL CREATING

summoned his colleague, Lawrence 
Richey, and they- took the bill to the 
president. 

Mr. Hoover was waiting in a small 
room adjoining the Lincoln study on 
the second floor. He picked up a pen, 
wrote ‘‘Herbert,” laid the pen down, 
chose another and completed his sig- 
nature. 

Just before Mr. Hoover had been 
in consultation with Charles G. Dawes 
whom he named president of the cor- 
poration. Dawes waited in an ante- 
room near the main entrance, joking 
with secret service men, until he had 
been informed Mr. Hoover had signed 
the bill. 

Soon after Dawes left the White 
House Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
the democratic leader, was announced, 
Others summoned to the conference 
on the corporation directors included 
Speaker Garner and Senator Glass, 
of -Virginia. 

Directorate Kept Secret. 

The three members of congress 
emerged fromthe White House less 
than an hour later. Beyond letting 
it be known an understanding had 
been reached and that the president 
would* announce the full directorate 
formally probably tomorrow, they 
would say nothing and brusquely but 
good-naturedly parried all questions. 

“T have signed the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporatien act. 

“It brings into being a powerful or- 
ganiaztion with adequate resources, 
able to strengthen weaknesses that 
may develop in our credit, banking 
and railway structure, in order to 
permit business and industry to carry 
on normal activities free from the 
fear of unexpected shocks and retard, 
ing influences, : 

“Its purpose is to stop deflation in 
agriculture and industry and thus to 
increase employment by the restora- 
tion of men to their normal jobs. 

Not for Big Banks. 

“It-is not created for the aid of 
big industries or big” banks. 
institutions are amply, able to take 
care of themselves. It is created for 
the support of the smaller banks and 
financial institutions, through render- 
ing their resources liquid to give re- 
newed support to business, industry 
and agriculture. It should give op- 
portunity to mobilize the gigantic 
strength of our country for recovery. 

“In attaching my signature to this 
extremely important legislation, I 
wish to pay tribute to the patriotism 
of the men in both houses of con-| 
gress who have given proof of their 
devotion to the welfare of ss 
country ttrespective of political affilia- 


tion.”

National Credit Corporation, it was 
learned today, has issued its third call 
to the country’s banks for 10 per 
cent subscriptions to its debentures. 

The amount requested for payment 
next Monday is $50,000,000, similar 
to the other two subscriptions, so 
that the corporation has now asked 
for $150,000,000 in funds of its au- 
thorized $500,000,000 with which it is

Escapes of Leland Harvey from 
the Milledgeville prison usually are 
followed by a series of robberies in 
Macon and Atlanta, and for this rea- 
son local officers are taking extra pre- 
cautions to guard against their armed 
appearance here. Harvey, particular- 
ly, customarily follows a routine pro- 
cedure in his efforts to gain freedom 
—once having escaped from the con- 
fines of the prison—in which the way- 
laying of a motorist, the holding up 
of .storekeepers in rapid succession 
and his presence in a distant city are 
major activities. 

Plans Knows to Prisoner. 


Only one prisoner, apparently, was 
aware of the plans being made by 
| Harvey and Martin to escape. This 


| was Raymond Stribling. in an adjoin- | 
| ing cell in the death house, who is| 


serving sentences for forgery. 


that Harvey and Martin had _ been 
sawing on the rivets of their cell door 
since Sunday night. 

Stribling was convicted in Fulton 
county superior court in 1926 on 
charges of forgery and larceny. He 
was given two sentences of from 
three to five years each. Stribling 
escaped from the chain gang once, 
and only a few months ago got away 
from the prison at Milledgeville. For 
those violations of the penal code he 
was given additional sentence of from 
one to three years. 

Harvey is known in Georgia prison 
circles as a genial young man. Offi- 
cials at the prison regard him as a 
man of pleasing personality, with a 
sense of humor tinged slightly with 
braggadocio bordering on’ the melo- 
dramatic. It was Harvey who openly 
boasted that no pajson can hold him. 


It was Harvey and Martin, too, 
who took advantage of the recent 
Christmas season to “break” one of 
the most audacious jokes ever to 
come out of a Georgia prison. They 
sat down and wrote a letter to Santa 
Claus, And here is how they wrote it: 

Letter to Santa. 
“Death Cell, State Farm. 
“Dear-Santa Claus: ‘ 

“Just a few lines from two long- 
time convicts asking you not to forget 
us“ Xmas. 

“Tf, it won’t be too much trouble 
for Fou, please bring us the following 
toys: : : 

“1 acetylene torch. 

“2 forty-five automatics, Colts pre- 
ferred.
